The gov-
ernor and former governors of Missouri are auto-
matically members.

The Public School Retirement System of
Missouri includes the public school districts of
Missouri, except St. Louis and Kansas City; pub-
lic junior colleges in Missouri; and certificated
members and employees of the board of the sys-
tem. The system began operations on July 1,
1946; and as of June 30, 2000, the system had
79,445 active members and 27,238 retirees.

The system is financed by contributions of
members and the employing school districts in
equal amounts and by interest earned on invest-
ment of contributions. Administering the pro-
gram is a seven-member board of trustees. Three
members are appointed by the Governor, and
four are elected for four-year terms by the mem-
bers and retirees.

The Missouri Consolidated Health Care Plan
(MCHCP) was created through legislation passed
in May 1992 transferring the administration of
the health care program for most of the State’s
employees and retirees from the Missouri State
Employees’ Retirement System (MOSERS) to
MCHCP. MCHCP officially began operation on
January 1, 1994. The legislation also allowed
other non-state public entities to join MCHCP.
MCHCP began providing access to health insur-
ance for public entities as of January 1995. Types
of public entities qualifying for MCHCP cover-
age include cities, counties, and school districts.
MCHCP provides coverage for over 125,000
state and public entity members, retirees and
their dependents offering various types of health
insurance plans, including health maintenance
organization (HMO), point of service (POS) and
preferred provider organization (PPO) plans.

The Missouri Consolidated Health Care Plan
is governed by a thirteen member board includ-
ing: the director of the Department of Insurance,
director of the Department of Health, commis-
sioner of the Office of Administration, two repre-
sentatives from the House of Representatives,
two representatives from the Senate and six
members appointed by the governor. Three of the
six members represent the public sector and are
not members of MCHCP. The remaining three
members are members of the plan either as a
state or public entity member.

System (MOSERS) was established in 1957 under
an act of the 69th General Assembly. The system
is responsible for administration of the retirement
program for all state employees (other than
employees of the Highway Commission and the
University of Missouri). Effective Sept. 1, 1972,
the program became noncontributory for mem-
bers with the state becoming the sole contribu-
tor. The system also provides life insurance cov-
erage of $15,000 for active members and $5,000
for retired members, with optional group life
insurance coverage available at the expense of
the members. The system is also responsible for
administration of the state’s long-term disability
program for most state employees.

The system operates under the direction and
control of an 11-member board of trustees made
up of the state treasurer, commissioner of admin-
istration, two members each of the House and
Senate, two members appointed by the governor,
two active members elected by the active mem-
bers and one retired member elected by the
retired members.
